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Box 3: Contd. Proposed additional claims 9-14 require further consideration 
particularly, with respect to compliance with 35 U.S.C. § 101 and 35 U.S.C. § 112. Why 
are claims 9-14 being proposed at this point in prosecution? 

The proposed amendment filed April 16, 2009 does not serve to obviate the 
rejection of cams 1 and 6 under 35 U.S.C. § 112, second paragraph. Line 5 of proposed 
claim 1 continues to recite "the bolsters foreseen on the props". Further, whereas lines 
3-4 of claim 6 recite "which for this purpose the external frame of the panels has on the 
inclined surfaces of the projections corresponding to the bolster", proposed claim 6 
continues to recite "the external frame of the panels" which does not find antecedent 
basis within parent claim 1 . As inquired within the Office action of February 20, 2009, 
perhaps, line 5 of proposed claim 1 should read -which rest on the bolsters mounted on 
the props--? Further, with regard to proposed claim 6, perhaps, line 3 should read -the 
metallic rectangular frame of the panels being-? 

Proposed amendments to each of claims 5 and 7 appear to overcome the 
rejection under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, second paragraph and would be entered for appeal if 
filed separately.
